Affidavit 

1. The affidavit filed on 12/13/2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the Bennett et al. (U.S. Patent 6,701 ,293) reference. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 27-42 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 27 and 34, it is noted that the closest prior art of record, Hedin 
et al. (U.S. Patent 6,185,535), teaches the use of terminal and remote speech 
recognizers where the remote recognizer is utilized when the terminal recognizer cannot 
recognize an audio input, but Hedin does not teach that both the terminal device and a 
wirelessly connected network device both perform recognition on an audio input with the 
respective confidence values transferred to a comparator. Thus, independent claims 27 
and 34 are allowable over the prior art of record because the cited prior art alone or in 
combination, does not fairly suggest or disclose the claimed combination of features.
